Each insect is killed, and 
the substance which the grub in the 
natural co urse wo uld have spun into a 
co co o n is fo rcibly draw n fro m the dead 
wo rm Into a much thicker and sho rter 
silken thread. 
The threads are then placed in pure 
w ater fo r abo ut fo ur ho urs and afte r­ 
w ard dipped fo r ten m inutes in a so ­ 
lutio n o f so ft so ap. 
Tbe fine o uter 
akin is thus lo o sened so th at the w o rk­ 
man can remo ve it w ith his hands. 
The threads m ust be dried in a shady 
place and are o ften 
bleached 
with 
sailphur vapo r until they acquire the 
bright appearance o f spun glass.—Lo n­ 
do n Telegraph.
